"THE CLOVE TREE. 


How the Buds Arc Prepared For the Vie* . 


of Commerce. 


The clove tree is a native of the Mo- 


lucca islands nnd belongs to the far- 
spread family of myrtles. It is a tall, 
very handsome evergreen, with ovate, 
oblong leaves and purplish flowers, ar- 
ranged iu corymbs oil short jointed 
stalks. 
The flowers are produced in 


great profusion, and when they appear, 
which is at the beginning of the rainy 
season, they are in the form of elongat- 
ed, greenish bnds. These unexpanded 
buds are the cloves of commerce, which 
derive their name from tho Spanish 
word clavo, "a nail," so called from 
the real or fancied resemblance of the 
bud to a nail, 


Sometimes the clove fruit appears in 


commerce in a dried state, under the 
name of "mother cloves." It has an 
odor and flavor similar to cloves, but is 
much weaker 


Tho flower buds are beaten from tho 


treo and nro dried by the smoke of wood 
'fires 'and afterward by the snn 
If the 


bnds remain on the trees, tho calices 
gradually swell, the embryo seeds en- 
large and the pungent properties of the 
cloves are to a great degree dissipated. 


Cloves consist of two parts, a round 


head, which is, in fact, the flower rolled 
up, inclosing a number of small fila- 
ments, and the four points that Bur- 
round the flower and toria the flower 
cup of the unripe seed vessel.

they are soaked tor a short time in hot 
water, the flo%vera soften and readily 
unroll, to that all of the parts may be 
been 


Ths entire Uove tree is highly aro- 


matic, and tho foot stalks of the leaves 


i have nearly the same pungent quality 
I as the calyx of the

Section 4708 of the General Statutes 


reads «i follows: 


"If any person who has been ten-

Prison, by any court having competent 
authority 
within 
this State, shall 


»soapo therefrom, or shall bo charged 
with murder, or the perpetration of 
any crime punishable with death, tho 
Governor is authorized, upon satisfac- 
tory evidence of tho guilt of tho ac- 
eused, to offer a reward for his or their 
apprehension, whluU reward Blmll not 
exceed the sum of one thousand dol- 
lore, aud shall be paid out of tho gen- 
eral fund." 


Does that mean that a person Ims to 


bo sentenced to State Prison aud es- 
cape therefrom, before n reward can be 
offered for bis apprehension, or does it 
mean that ho shall in addition bo 
«harged with the crime of murder or 
•omo crime punishable with death? 


It 1« certainly ambiguous aud like 


many of Ihe laws of the State, would 
puzzle a Phlladlophla lawyer to tell 
what it mottna.
